With reference to the notice in the ‘* Journal ”’ of 
24th November, 1927 (page 549), respecting the Tariff 
of dues levied on shipping by the Kuropean Commis- 
sion of the Danube, the Board of Trade are informed 
that, for the period 15th November, 1928, to 3lst 
March, 1929, the tonnage dues on sea-going vessels 
which load or discharge in the port of Sulina (tax B) 
will be reduced from 3-50 to 2-85 gold frances, and on 
river vessels which load or discharge in the port of 
Sulina (tax B) from 0-40 to 0-05 gold frs. 

These reductions will cease to have effect as from 
Ist April, 1929.

SIERRA LEONE COTTON PIECE-GOODS

The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Freetown re- 
ports that during September last imports of cotton

plied £5,499; coloured, £9,510 (£7,562); dyed, £5,237 
(£4,967); grey, £454, all from the United Kingdom; 
and printed, £3,719 (£2,374). 





MOTOR VEHICLES IN CANADA. 


The following figures of motor vehicle registrations 
in Canada during 1927 have been extracted from a 
copy of Circular No. 9, ‘“‘ The Highway, the Motor 
Vehicle, and the Tourist in Canada,’’ forwarded by 
H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada: — 

The total registrations of passenger and commercial 
vehicles, autobuses and taxis, motor cycles and 
dealers, allotting one car in stock to each, in 1927, 
numbered in all provinces in Canada 946,858. This 
represented an increase of 107,933, or 13 per cent. 
over the total registrations for 1926, as compared with 
15 per cent. in 1926 over 1925. 

Registrations of passenger vehicles numbered 
827.518 in 1927, an increase of 98,613, or 13-5 per cent. 
over 1926 registrations, while those of commercial 
trucks reached 101,421, an increase of 14,239, or 16 
per cent. over 1926. In 1927 the registrations of motor 
cycles showed an increase of 75, or 1 per cent. over 
1926. 

The copy of Circular No. 9, which is issued by the 
Canadian Department of Railways and Canals, and 
gives particulars of the registrations of all classes ot 
motor vehicles in each province of the Dominion, will 
be forwarded on loan, in order of application to the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1, to interested British firms. 





MOTOR CYCLES IN NEW ZEALAND. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner’s Office at Wellington 
reports that 37,987 motor cycles were registered in 
New Zealand as at 31st August last. 





CYCLES AND MOTOR CYCLES IN 
SWITZERLAND. 


A communication from the British Legation at 
Berne reports that at the end of 1927 there were 
750,277 pedal cycles in use in Switzerland. This 
figure represented an increase of 129 per cent. since 
1918, when 327,559 machines were in use. On the 
average, there is now one pedal cycle to every five 
inhabitants, as against one to 12 ten years ago. At 
the close of last year 160,639 cycles were registered 
in the Canton of Berne and 106,929 in the Canton of 
Zurich. 

As regards motor cycles, Berne headed the list of 
eantons with 5,492 machines, or about one-fifth of 
the total number of solo motor cycles registered in 
Switzerland on 3lst December, 1927. The Canton of 
Zurich followed with 4,585 machines, then came Vaud 
with 3,093 machines, Aargau with 1,965 machines, 
and Geneva with 1,806 machines. 

Berne was also first in respect of motor cycle com- 
binations, of which it had 602, as compared with 468 
in Geneva, 414 in Zurich, 364 in Vaud, and 210 in 
Neuchatel.

BRITISH COAL MINING. 


THE INDUSTRY DURING THE THIRD 
QUARTER OF 1928. 


Output during the quarter showed the usual seasonal 
decline, but was substantially lower than during the 
third quarter of 1927. This was chiefly attributable to 
the general decline in industry at home. Shipments 
abroad were somewhat higher than in the previous 
quarter, but lower than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1927. Prices, on the whole, were lower. 


Employment was not less regular than during the 
previous quarter, and since mid-August there has been 
little change in the number of persons employed. At 
the end of September, however, there were 22,500 
fewer persons on colliery books than at the end of 
June. As compared with the corresponding quarter of 
1927 the average number in employment was sub- 
stantially less.

Compared with the previous quarter, output was 14 
million tons lower. All districts except Derby, 
Nottingham and Leicester and Stafford, Salop, 
Worcester and Warwick were affected, the reduction 
ranging from 1 per cent. in Yorkshire to 8 per cent. 
in Lancashire, Cheshire and North Wales and in 
Scotland. In Derby, Nottingham and Leicester there 
was an increase of 6 per cent. For the country as a 
whole the reduction amounted to 24 per cent. 


As compared with the third quarter of 1927, there 
was a reduction of nearly 6 million tons, mainly in 
those districts where schemes for the regulation of 
output have been adopted.

The average number of wage-earners in employment 
during the third quarter of 1928 was 31,100 less than 
in the previous quarter and 87,900 less than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1927, 

Comparing the end of September with the end of 
June, the number of wage-earners declined from 
918,200 to 895,700, or by nearly 24 per cent. The 
principal reductions were in South Wales (6,500), 
Yorkshire (6,400), Lancashire, Cheshire and North 
Wales (4,600) and in Derby, Nottingham and Leicester 
(2,900). On the other hand, there were small in- 
creases in Durham and Scotland.

Out of a possible 754 days 14 were lost through 
want of trade and transport difficulties at the mines. 
This was 14 days more than during the previous 
quarter and the corresponding period of 1927. 

It is estimated that pits employing rather more thaa 
one-half of the wage-earners on colliery books were 
idle from want of trade during some part of July and 
August. There was some improvement, however, in 
September. At many of the mines affected two or 
more days per week were lost from this cause. 

These particulars refer only to mines which were 
working, and do not take account of the mines which 
were closed owing to depression in trade.

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The proportion which the various groups of ports 
contributed to the aggregate quantity of coal exported 
or shipped as Foreign Bunkers was approximately the 
same as in the third quarter of 1927 at North East 
Coast, East Scottish, North Western and West 
Scottish Ports.

CONSUMPTION OF CoaL AT HomME, 

Reckoned on the tonnage of coal produced and im- 
ported, less the tonnage shipped abroad, the quantity 
of coal available for consumption in Great Britain 
amounted to 37 million tons during the quarter ended 
September, 1928, or 1? million tons less than in the 
previous quarter, and 54 million tons less than in the 
September quarter, 1927.

While the quotations for the export market in the 
above table show little change, the average declared 
value of all coal exported continues to decline. Since 
June, 1928, the reduction has been 4d. per ton f.o.b. 
on the average. 

In the inland market an increase in the price of 
household coal took place. 


WAGES. 

The minimum percentage on basis rates as arranged 
under the various district agreements of 1926-27 con- 
tinued to be paid in each district, with the exception 
of Warwickshire, during the September quarter. 

In Warwickshire the Joint District Board considered 
the position of a number of collieries who were unable, 
because of adverse conditions, to continue payment of 
the district agreement minimum of 483 per cent. on 
basis rates. As the result of negotiations between the 
owners’ and workmen’s representatives, it was ulti- 
mately agreed to revise the district agreement so as to 
make it possible for the collieries at which special 
difficulties had occurred to apply to the Joint Board 
for permission to pay a lower minimum. 

In accordance with this agreement application has 
already been made to the Joint Board by the Tam- 
worth, Newdigate, Exhall, Brinley, and Pooley Hall 
collieries, and it has been agreed that instead of 43 
per cent. these colliery concerns shall pay 32 per cent. 
on basis rates, subject to the right of either the owners 
or the workmen to apply for what further revision may 
be considered necessary after 31st December, 1928. 

An adjustment roughly corresponding to the altera- 
tion in the minimum percentage was also made in the 
subsistence rates payable at these collieries. 

Mr. Hollis Walker, K.C., who has been appointed 
to act in the place of the Joint Minimum Wage Board 
for Nottinghamshire, has issued a new award, dated 
29th June, which provides for higher statutory 
minimum rates for the various grades of underground 
labour in the Nottingham district. 

The new legal minimum provides for shift rates of 
10s. 9d. (Top Hard) and 10s. 3d. (non-top hard) for 
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contractors in abnormal] working places; 10s. 3d. and 
9s. 9d. for stall men when unable from shortage of 
trams, rails or the like, to earn up to these amounts on 
piece-work; 9s. 9d. and Qs. 3d. for day-men experi- 
enced at the coal face; and 10s. and 9s. 6d. for stone 
men, rippers, timbermen, and chargemen datallers. 
Corresponding rates are also fixed for the various other 
classes of underground workers. 

It is estimated that the average earnings per shift 
throughout the coalfields amounted to 9s. 3d., or the 
same as in the previous quarter. 

ACCIDENTS IN MINEs. 

There were 248 persons killed and 1,017 persons 
seriously *injured by accidents in and about coal and 
metalliferous mines during the quarter. Further par- 
ticulars are given in the statement below; the corre- 
sponding figures for the previous quarter and the 
September quarter of 1927 are shown for compari-

Exports of coal registered in October (4,630,000 tons) 
were heavier than in any month since May, 1927, and 
were about 500,000 tons, or over 10 per cent., greater 
than the monthly average for the first nine months of 
1928. Compared with October, 1927, the increase was 
nearly as large, and was mainly due to heavier ship- 
ments to Germany, Belgium, the Netherlands, Italy, 
Argentina and Brazil. The quantity of coal shipped as 
bunkers for the use of steamers engaged in the foreign 
trade in October was substantially larger than in Octo- 
ber, 1927, while for the first ten months of 1928 and 
of 1927 the quantities were practically identical. The 
quantity of fuel oil shipped as bunkers in the first ten 
months of the year was nearly 10 per cent. smaller 
than in the same period of 1927. The retained imports 
of fuel oil in October were smaller than in October, 
1927, but over the first ten months of the year they 
were nearly 9 per cent. greater this year than last year.

It will be seen that the total retained imports in 
October were substantially above the total for Sep- 
tember, though well below that for October, 1927. 
The imports in September were exceptionally low, the 
monthly average for the first nine months of 1928 
being 246,000 tons, or only about 5 per cent. lower 
than in October. The October exports were, in the 
ageregate, nearly up to the level of those in October, 
1927, and were nearly 9 per cent. greater than the 
monthly average for the first nine months of 1928. It 
may be noted that imports of pig iron in October fell to 
5,500 tons, compared with 36,000 tons in October, 
1927, while exports of pig iron were 10,000 tons greater 
than in October, 1927. The large reduction in the 
exports of railway material compared with October, 
1927, is largely due to smaller shipments of steel rails, 
especially to India,

The numbers of motor ears and chassis imported and 
exported were considerably greater last month than in 
either of the other two months shown in the table. 
There has been a substantial increase in the exports of 
motor cycles and of pedal cycles; in the first ten 
months of the year the number of motor cycles ex- 
ported was 17 per. cent. greater than in the same 
period of 1927, and the number of ordinary bicycles 
exported was 20 per cent. greater. Exports of ships 
and boats are, of course. liable to considerable fluctua- 
tions from month to month; the exports this year 
have, however, been very much higher than they were 
last year,

While retained imports of raw cotton in October 
were somewhat greater than in October, 1927, the 
figures for the first ten months of the year were nearly 
16 per cent. below those for the first ten months of 
1927. According to the Liverpool Cotton Association, 
deliveries of raw cotton to mills in the first ten months 
of 1928 amounted to 1,230 million lbs., compared with 
1,375 million lbs. in the corresponding period of last 
year. ‘The recovery in the exports of cotton piece- 
goods compared with October, 1927, was principally 
due to increased shipments to India and to China and 
Hong Kong. In the first ten months of the present 
year the total exports of cotton piece-goods, 3,245 mil- 
lion square yards, were nearly 5 per cent. smaller 
than in the same period of last year, while the value 
was almost the same in the two periods. This reduc- 
tion was wholly accounted for by the smaller quantities 
of grey cloth exported. 

The retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool 
were small in October, but in the first nine months of 
this year they were practically up to the level of the 
figures for the corresponding period of 1927. While, 
in the first ten months of this year, exports of woollen 
and worsted tissues were slightly greater than last 
year, the retained imports of these tissues showed an 
increase of about 12 per cent. 

The quantity of artificial silk singles yarn or straw 
produced in the United Kingdom in the first nine 
months of this year is shown in Table XI. of the 
October Trade Returns. The total (charged with duty 
and free of duty) was 38,006,000 Ibs., compared with 
27,450,000 lbs. in the first nine months of 1927, an 
increase of 88 per cent. In addition, there were pro- 
duced 1,485,000 lbs. of artificial silk waste, compared 
with 917,000 lbs. in the first nine months of last year.

The reduction in the imports of wheat compared 
with October, 1927, was due to smaller consignments 
from the United States. On the other hand, imports 
from Argentina increased substantially, while those 
from Canada were also somewhat greater. Our im- 
ports of wheat this year have been substantially 
smaller than they were in the first ten months of 1927. 
Re-exports of refined sugar in October equalled the 
total imports; in the first ten months of this year the 
retained imports (8,887,000 cwts.) were rather less 
than half of the quantity recorded for the correspond- 
ing period of last year. This deficiency has been more 
than offset by increased imports of raw sugar, the 
increases being mainly from Cuba and Australia. 





DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEAS 
TRADE. 


FIRST NINE MONTHS OF 1928, 

The October issue of the ‘‘ Accounts relating to 
Trade and Navigation of the United Kingdom ’’ con- 
tains tables showing the value of our external trade 
with individual countries during the first nine months 
of 1928, which enable us to publish our usual quarterly 
survey of the geographical distribution of the trade 
between the United Kingdom and other countries. In 
this article a comparison is made between the distribu- 
tion of our external trade in the first nine months of 
1928 and that in the corresponding periods of 1913 and 
of 1927. 

It has been pointed out in preceding articles in this 
series, published in the ‘* Journal ”’ of 17th May and 
9th August last, that the distribution of our overseas 
trade in the early part of 1927 was affected by circum- 
stances arising out of the coal stoppage of the preced- 
ing year, but transitory disturbing factors, which were 
of importance in a comparison of the first quarters only 
of 1927 and 1928, have much less significance in the 
present comparison of trade distribution, which 
extends over nine months of these years. 

For the purposes of better comparison with the first 
nine months of 1913, our trade with the Irish Free 
State has been excluded from the general review. The 
following table shows the extent of that trade in the 
first nine months of 1927 and 1928 :—

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In the first nine months of 1928 the proportion of 
our total imports which was consigned from the Irish 
Free State showed an appreciable increase over the 
proportion in the corresponding period of 1927, The 
proportion of the exports of United Kingdom goods 
consigned to the Irish Free State was less in the later 
period than in the earlier, but the Irish Free State took 
a rather larger share of our exports of imported goods 
during January-September, 1928, than in the corre- 
sponding months of 1927. 

To maintain comparability with the trade of 1913, a 
correction should be made in respect of the direct trade 
of the ports of Southern Ireland with countries over- 
seas, since that trade is included in the figures for 
1913, but the export trade from those ports was 
negligible and the import trade amounted to only 
about 1 per cent. of the total imports into the United 
Kingdom, For the same purpose of preserving com- 
parability, Palestine, the Sudan, the South-West 
African Protectorate, Tanganyika, and Nauru and 
British Samoa have been treated as foreign countries 
throughout. Separate particulars of our trade with 
these countries in 1913 are not available.

In the first nine months of 1928, as compared with 
the like period of 1927, there was a decrease of nearly 
one per cent, in the proportion of our total imports 
which was consigned from foreign countries. The 
decline in the relative importance of the imports from 
the United States (from 16-91 to 15-27 per cent.) was 
more than sufficient to account for this decrease, 
but attention is also directed to the substantial 
falling-off in the share of our import trade falling to 
the Russian Succession States. Appreciable in- 
creases were recorded in the proportion of the imports 
consigned from Denmark and Germany. The advance 
in the percentage of our import trade secured by 
British countries was spread over most of the 
Dominions and Possessions enumerated in the tables, 
the exceptions being Hong Kong, the relative position 
of which in 1928 remained the same as in 1927, and 
Ceylon and the Straits Settlements and Malay States, 
which suffered declines in relative importance. 

As regards exports of British produce and manu- 
factures, there was an increase of rather more than 
one per cent. in the share consigned to foreign coun- 
tries in the first nine months of 1928, as compared 
with the corresponding period of 1927, the outstanding 
changes in the positions of individual countries 
being the increases in consignments to Argentina 
and China. The relative decline in the consignments 
of United Kingdom goods exported to British countries 
was mainly attributable to decreases in the proportions 
taken by Australia, New Zealand and British India; in 
the aggregate these three countries took 23-06 per 
cent. of our total exports in January-September, 1928, 
against 25-16 per cent. in the corresponding period of 
1927, A material increase was recorded in the share 
of our exports taken by Canada. 

Exports of imported merchandise to foreign coun- 
tries declined slightly in relative importance in the 
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first nine months of 1928 as compared with the similar 
period of 1927. ‘The principal feature was the large 
relative falling-off in the position of Russia as a market 
for our re-exports, which was partly counterbalanced 
by the improvement in the position of the United 
States, France and Belgium. The net increase in the 
share of our re-export trade falling to British countries 
was largely due to an appreciable improvement in the 
proportion taken by Canada. 

The next table summarises the distribution of our 
trade purely from the geographical point of view, trade 
with the Irish Free State being again excluded: —

As regards imports, the distribution by large areas 
did not differ greatly in the two most recent periods 
covered by the table. Improvements were recorded 
in the relative positions of Africa, South America and 
Australasia, etc., as exporters to this country, the 
development being spread over the various countries 
enumerated in the tables of imports on page 617 
which are included within these areas. Both North 
and South America improved as markets for United 
Kingdom goods, the advance in these areas being offset 
mainly by the material decline in the Australasian 
share in British exports. So far as the re-export trade 
is concerned, the principal variations in distribution, 
again comparing the first nine months of 1928 with the 
corresponding period of 1927, were a material improve- 
ment in the position of the North American market 
and a similar decline in that provided by Europe as a 
whole.

The following summary statement furnishes a com- 
parison of the price movements in the countries named 
with those in this country, expressed as percentages of 
the average prices in 1925, all prices being reduced to 
gold equivalents at the average rate of exchange quoted 
in the period or at the date to which the price-index 
refers. In the cases of France and Italy, the index 
numbers are made up to represent the position at the 
end of each month. It should be noted that the figures 
for Italy have been revised in consequence of the 
change in the basis of calculation from arithmetic to 
geometric averages.

In France the wholesale prices of foodstuffs were 
dearer on the average in September, as compared with 
the previous month, by 2-4 per cent. Industrial mate- 
rials were cheaper by just over a half of one per cent. 

The September index figures for all the foodstuff 
seroups show advances, vegetable foodstuffs, animal 
foodstuffs, and ‘‘ sugar, coffee, cocoa,’’ being dearer on 
the average by 1-4, 3-6 and 2-0 per cent. respectively. 
Of the industrial groups only that for minerals and 
metals advanced, the index rising 1:7 per cent. Tex- 
tiles and the group of miscellaneous materials were 
reduced by 3-4 and 0-4 per cent. respectively. 

Since the beginning of the year wholesale prices of 
industrial commodities, taken together, have shown 
little relative movement. Textile prices as a whole, 
however, have had a falling tendency since April last. 
Foodstuffs, which advanced somewhat sharply in price 
early in the year, cheapened from June to August and 
became dearer again in September. Among the food 
groups ‘‘ sugar, coffee and cocoa ’’ has been consist- 
ently higher than in the beginning of the year. Vege- 
table foodstuff prices, which were rising until May, 
have since declined. 

Compared with the averages for last year the prices 
of foodstuffs in the third quarter of 1928 were slightly 
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dearer, whilst industrial materials were - slightly 


cheaper.

The decline in the September index number of 
wholesale prices in Germany was due principally to 
the price movement of agricultural produce. The 
index figures for colonial produce and for industrial 
raw materials also fell, but that for industrial finished 
goods was unchanged from the previous month. 

Among individual agricultural groups the index 
figure for vegetable foodstuffs declined by 7 per cent. 
consequent upon lower prices for grain, flour and 
potatoes. Last year the September reduction of this 
group amounted to 4-4 per cent., but in 1926, owing to 
a poor harvest, the index figure advanced. The fall in 
the prices for grain, bran, potatoes and potato pro- 
ducts is also expressed in the lower index figure for 
animal feeding stuffs. Following the August rise of 
cattle prices, and as a result of the increased seasonal! 
meat supply, the index of meat prices declined by 
1-2 per cent. 

Among the raw material groups the index numbers 
for the textile, skins and leather, and rubber groups 
show the principal reductions—3-0, 1:2 and 9-1 per 
cent. respectively. Non-ferrous metals, artificial ferti- 
lisers, and oils and fats were dearer on the average by 
0-9, 1-4 and 1-0 per cent. respectively. Other groups 
show little alteration from August. 

Among the group of finished goods, the index figure 
for cotton and woollen fabrics, Jinen and underclothing 
fell, partly owing to falling prices of raw materials and 
partly to confused market conditions. On the other 
hand, prices for outer clothing advanced under seasonal 


influences.

l'oodstuffs were dearer in Belgium in September by 
nearly 1 per cent. Amongst the industrial groups 
prices were lower for coal-tar products, fats and tex- 
tiles by 5-6, 2-3 and 3-1 per cent. respectively. The 
indices for resinous products, skins and leather, and 
for rubber also declined, the falls being 0-6, 1-3 and 
7-9 per cent. respectively. Fuel prices and the prices 
of metallurgical products and petroleum, however, 
were dearer on the average, advances of 0-6, 1:3 and 
2-6 per cent. being recorded in their respective indices. 
Chemicals and building materials showed advances 
over August averages of about one per cent. 

Since the beginning of the year wholesale prices in 
selaium have declined slowly, a reduction of 2-5 per 
cent. being recorded in the general index since Janu- 
ary last. Among the principal groups the index figures 
for fuel and for metallurgical products show advances 
of 1-6 and 4-2 per cent. respectively over those at the 
beginning of the year. Chemicals and building mate- 
rials have tended to rise throughout the nine months 
and are now about 3 per cent. and 5 per cent. re- 
spectively dearer than in January. The most striking 
movements occurred in the case of coal tar and its 
derivatives, 
and in textiles, the combined index for which has de- 
clined by 11-5 per cent. since February last. There 
was a fall of 47 per cent. in rubber 


Italy.—The detailed index numbers given in the 
table below, relating to end-of-the-month prices, are 
those compiled by Professor Bachi on the basis of 
seometric averages. The calculations, published 
monthly in the ‘‘ Journal ’”’ hitherto, were based 
on arithmetic averages, and that method has been 
discontinued as from August, 1928.

Wholesale prices in Italy were slightly dearer in 
September than in the previous month, the movement 
appearing to be due to advances in the food groups, in 
particular animal foodstuffs, and in the group of mis- 
cellaneous vegetable products. Most of the groups of 
industrial commodities show reductions. 

The index numbers for animal foodstuffs and the 
croup of miscellaneous vegetable products advanced 
2:7 and 4-4 per cent. respectively. Vegetable food- 
stuffs were dearer on the average by just under one- 


which fell by 13 per cent. since January, - 
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half of one per cent. Of the industrial groups, that 
for textiles recorded the most considerable decline, the 
index falling by nearly two per cent. The prices of 
chemicals and building materials were lower by 0-7 per 
cent. Minerals and met: als, however, showed a slight 
advance. 

Since the beginning of the year the feature of the 
general index number has been its relative stability; 
foodstuffs and industrial materials have shown con- 
trary price movements. Foodstuffs generally are 
dearer than at the beginning of the year; industrial 
materials are cheaper compared with both January last 
and September, 1927. 

Vegetable foodstuffs, which were dearer by 7-2 per 
cent. in June as compared with January, declined 
sharply in July, but in the two succeeding months the 
former upward movement was resumed. The prices 
of animal foodstuffs declined gradually from January 
to May, subsequently advancing to the average of the 
end of last year. 

In the industrial groups chemicals and building 
materials have shown a gradual decline since January. 
A fall in the index for metals and minerals from 
January to May (2:3 per cent.) was followed by a 
gradual advance to just below the January average. 
Textiles advanced from the beginning of the year until 
May, since when prices have fallen,

The average price of food increased during Septem- 
ber on account of the continued upward movement of 
butter, eggs, fresh and cured meats, and potatoes. 
Flour and sugar prices were slightly above those of 
August. 

Hides and skins are reported as having in- 
creased to some extent in price, while leather 


and its products showed little change. Cotton 
goods and woollen and worsted goods exhibited 


a downward tendency in the month, while raw silk 
showed an advance. In the fuel and lighting group, 
anthracite and bituminous coal and most petroleum 
products increased in price. Metals and metal pro- 
ducts showed little variation from the August figure. 
Building materials also showed little change, lumber 


advancing, with structural steel remaining as in 
August. A slight increase is shown for the group of

As indicated by changes in the index numbers, 
wholesale prices in the U nited States have maintained 
an upward movement throughout the year.

Average tin 
in the fuel and lighting group and in the groups of 
metals and metal products and building materials 
have also shown a persistent advance, the move- 
ment in each case measuring 5-3, 2-5 and 4:3 per cent. 
since the beginning of the year. The index for textile 
materials has changed little throughout the year. 
Hides and leather products, which continued’ last 
year’s upward movement until May, have since 
declined to just below the January average.

A noteworthy feature 
will be mesothorium, now employed medicinally to a 
large extent, and in the manufacture of luminous com- 
pounds in place of radium, thus providing an all 
British substitute for radium, of which the supplies 
in the British Empire are very limited. 


SOLVENTS. 

An important and recent development in which this 
country has played, and is still playing, a prominent 
part, is the production of new and improved solvents 
and plasticisers for fats, gums, oils, ete., for use in 
the perfumery, soap, lacquer, varnish, laundry and 
dry-cleaning trades. A wide range of such products is 
available to meet practically any requirement. 


Dyes, INTERMEDIATES AND ALLIED Propucts. 


The British dye industry will again be able to 
demonstrate the great progress it has made, thanks to 
the assistance and encouragement it has received from 
the Dyestuffs (Import Regulation) Act. The industry 
not only produces all the more important colours of as 
high a quality as is obtainable from its most active 
competitors, but is also able to exhibit a range of 
entirely new colours with new uses and improved age- 
ing properties. In particular, the industry has been 
responsible in the last year or so for a rapid develop- 
ment in the manufacture of the very fast and im- 
portant vat colours and of dyes, especially suited for 
the different types of artificial silk, which are now 
rapidly displacing the old standard fabrics. 

In addition, there will be exhibited a wide range and 
variety of colours specially adapted for use in leather, 
boot and floor polishes, soap, inks, varnishes, rubber, 
films, lakes, buttons, ivory, bath salts, and a host of 
other purposes too numerous to mention, while 
samples showing the application of the colours will be 
on view. A feature of particular interest is a special 
range of harmless colouring matters for all classes of 
confectionery and foods. These colours are of special 
purity, and are guaranteed to conform to all the !atest 
requirements of the Ministry of Health, and will 
satisfy the laws of all the principal countries of the 
world. Mineral colours of a permanent nature, for use 
in the ceramic, rubber and other industries, will also 
be available. In brief, dies and colours of first-class 
quality can be supplied to meet the needs of every 
user. 

The dye and fine chemical industries call for an ex- 
tensive range of intermediates, all of which can be 
produced by the British manufacturer. Closely asso- 
ciated with the dye industry is the development of 
organic accelerators which are used to shorten the 
time required for the vulcanisation or curing of rubber 
and of anti-oxidants, which are added to the rubber in 
very smal] quantities to improve its lasting qualities, 
particularly under tropical and sub-tropical conditions. 


SYNTHETIC RESINS. 


Another new development which is steadily in- 
creasing in importance all over the world is the manu- 
facture of synthetic resins and moulding powders used 
in the production of articles of all descriptions, such as 
table ware, decorative articles and electrical fitments. 
An exhibit of articles of various shades and colours 
will indicate the prominent position which Great 
Britain occupies in this new chemical industry. 


MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS. 


In addition to the foregcing, there will be many 
other products not falling strictly within any of the 
above classes, such as stone preservatives, chemicals 
for electro-plating and process engraving, and for the 
application of non-tarnishing or corroding coatings to 
otherwise corrodible metals, and others too numerous 
to mention. 
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DEMONSTRATIONS AND WoRKING MODELS. 


The interest of the exhibits will be enhanced by the 
demonstration of certain processes, working models of 
plants, and probably by a cinematograph display.

A Report received in the Department of Overseas 
Trade from the British Consul-General at Salonika 
states that the total number of exhibitors of Greek 
products at the Salonika Fair this year was 336.

which was one of the most important. 

Gabardines, surgical instruments, perambulators 
and bicycles of Greek make were exhibited this year 
for the first time. 

There were 349 independent foreign exhibitors, be- 
longing to the following nationalities: —39 Hungarian, 
42 Serbian, 28 American, 74 German, 17 British, 30 
French, 5 Austrian, 5 Belgian, 9 Swiss, 8 Italian, 
3 Bulgarian, 2 Polish, 8 Swedish, 10 Czechoslovak, 
5 Egyptian and one each Norwegian, Roumanian and 


Portuguese. Serbia and MHungary participated 
officially. 
Foreign firms exhibited mostly agricultural 


machinery, sewing and knitting machines, aerated 
beverages, lamps, motor cars and pumps. 

According to private information the value of orders 
placed at the Fair amounted to a few tens of million 
drachme.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

The past year has on the whole shown consistent progress 
in most lines of development. The mining industry is in a 
sound position, although the output of gold decreased 
slightly, from £2,508,527 in 1926 to £2,458,861. Other 
minerals, however, show increased values, as will be seen

Farming conditions were fairly satisfactory; the 1926-27 
season was a favourable one, with an abundant maize crop 
which allowed a substantial margin for export. 


The yield 
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of tobacco increased from approximately 5 million lbs. the 
previous year to something over 17 million ]bs., a not un- 
mixed blessing as, up to the present, the market has un- 
fortunately not been able to absorb the whole of the crop, 
of which possibly half still remains unsold. The Union of 
South Africa took 7,439,000 Ibs., valued at £578,000, as 
against 2,629,000 Ibs. in 1926, valued at £167,000—while 
8,161,000 Ibs., valued at £671,000, were exported to the 
United Kingdom, which in 1926 only took 1,417,000 Ibs., 
valued at £138,000. 

The cattle market was in a depressed condition owing 
largely to the embargo placed on the exportation of beasts 
under 1,250 Ibs. live weight to the Union of South Africa, 
this restriction resulting in a decreased exportation to the 
Union, from 61,816 head, valued at £294,003 in 1926, to 
23,530 head, valued at £126,550, in 1927. On the other 
hand, exportations of slaughter stock to the Belgian Congo 
have increased over 100 per cent., from 6,225, valued at 
£32,315, in 1926, to 13,834, valued at £69,455, in 1927. 

The building trade has been and still is very actively 
employed, due in great measure to heavy expenditure on 
public works out of loan money; at the same time, a very 
large number of houses and business premises were erected 
during the year, and yet in many towns dwelling houses 
are practically unobtainable and rents are consequently 
abnormally high. 

As a natural consequence of the foregoing, trade during 
the year under review has been buoyant, and merchants, 
both wholesale and retail, have little or no cause for 
grumbling; in fact, both in Bulawayo and in Salisbury, 
the general feeling is one of optimism tempered by some 
misgivings owing to the non-sale of last year’s tobacco crop 
and possible delays in realising on the 1927-28 production. 
The full effects of the hold-up of large quantities of tobacco 
in British warehouses will probably be felt more acutely 
when the next planting season commences; merchants, 
especially those dealing in agricultural machinery and im- 
plements, will then be called upen to decide as to how 
much further they can go in the matter of extending old 
and granting new credits. 

The revenue of the Rhodesia railways showed satisfac- 
tory progress, the total earnings in South Africa approxi- 
mating £4,908,000, as against £4,248,610 in the previous

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JULY. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that during 
the first seven months of the current year trade imports 
and domestic exports amounted in value to £2,217,407 and 
£1,754,389, as compared with £2,039,885 and £1,559,753 
respectively in the corresponding period of 1927. Great 
Britain supplied imports to the value of £832,046, or 
38 per cent. of the total, India £256,861, or 12 per cent., 
Germany £257,509, or 12 per cent., Holland £223,436, or 
10 per cent., and Japan £164,032, or 7 per cent.

FOREIGN. 
ALGERIA. 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN 1927. 


(From the Acting British Consul-General.) 
ALGIERS, 
Owing to the irregularity of the early rains and the 
abnormally dry summer which followed the agricultural 
industry in Algeria suffered a distinct setback, which tem- 
porarily retarded the steady progress that has been a 
feature of recent years. These difficulties were to a great 
extent aggravated by the extensive floods which occurred 
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in the Department of Oran, a highly important agricul- 
tural area, during early December, which caused damage 
to the extent of some 305 million francs. Of this total, 
however, only 25 million frs. represents private property, 
the remainder being accounted or by roads, bridges and 
other public works. 

Cereal crops were below average, the yield of soft wheat 
being noticeably poor, and, as a consequence, the colony 
was obliged to expend 218 million frs. on the import of 
this commodity, as against 39 million frs. in 1926, in order 
to ensure normal supplies being available for internal con- 
sumption. The yield of hard wheat was about the same 
as in 1926, but, despite the removal of the export restric- 
tion at the end of July, the value of hard wheat exported 
from the country fell from 216 to 108 million frs. 

During the crop year 1926-27 the total area under 
cereals amounted to 2,980,000 hectares, or 180,000 hectares 
less than in the preceding year. While the total yield 
amounted to 17,200,000 quintals—an increase of 4,500,000 
quintals over 1925-26—it fell short of an average year (22 
million quintals). 

Live stock suffered severe losses, the mortality among 
sheep being particularly heavy, and the export figures for 
the latter show a drop of 649,346 head and of 114 million 
frs., as compared with the previous year. As a consequence 
it was found necessary to import for internal consumption 
cattle, sheep and pigs to the value of 27 million frs. and 
fresh and frozen meat to the value of 21 million frs. in 
excess of the previous year. 

With the exception of the Department of Constantine, 
the vineyards suffered from the effects of a dry winter, 
hail and late frosts. Parasitic attacks (eudemis) also 
made an appearance, and the total production amounted 
to only 8,041,276 hectolitres, a figure slightly inferior to 
that of 1926, which was itself a year well below the 
average. 


Tue Improvep OUTLOOK. 


In spite of the somewhat gloomy state of affairs depicted 
above, the situation was alleviated to some extent by the 
comparatively high prices which agriculturists obtained 
for their produce. Moreover, it should be borne in mind 
that the country, while still in process of development, is 
rich and well able to withstand a lean year, so that the 
poor harvest of 1927 has had but a transient effect on 
the prosperity of the country and the economic position 
remains sound. 

The outlook for the present year is brighte:. During 
the past winter the country has enjoyed abundant rains, 
thus ensuring adequate pasturage and a well-conditioned 
soil. It is thought that cereal crops will reach an average 
figure, and although the vineyards have suffered to some 
extent from the sirocco, a normal production of wine is 
expected. 

The period of uneasiness which was experienced in 
France, following the de facto stabilisation of the franc, 
was reflected to a lesser extent in Algeria, the effect of the 
internal economic position and foreign trade of the 
country being transitory and of. comparatively short dura- 
tion. The ultimate beneficial results of the Government’s 
financial policy soon manifested themselves. Large scale 
buying operations, which had hitherto been avoided by 
merchants, were renewed, stocks were replenished, and a 
normal and healthy activity succeeded a period of specula- 
tion and insecurity. 


Foreign TRADE. 


The total value of Algeria’s special trade, which consists 
of goods actually consumed or produced in the country, 
and is therefore the true index of the country’s economic 
strength, reached 8,357 million frs. in 1927, being an in- 
crease over the previous year of 223 million frs. Imports 
were valued at 4,836 million frs., as against 4,119 million 
frs. in 1926, an increase of 717 million frs.; and exports 
showed a decrease of 494 miilion frs., from 4,015 million 
frs. in 1926 to 3,521 million frs. in 1927. 

The increase in the country’s imports and decrease in 
exports were due primarily to the failure of the cereal 
crops, which necessitated the importation of a large quan- 
tity of wheat for local consumption, and to the restricted 
import of sheep consequent upon the serious losses among 
the herds. 

While it is true that the foreign trade of the country 
reflects largely the state of prosperity of its agriculture, 
the increase in imports is not entirely attributable to the 
necessity for importing food supplies. The year 1926 was 
one of rising prices, and merchants restricted their pur- 


chases to a minimum. In 1927 the value of the franc 
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remained constant as a result of the Government’s finan- 
cial policy; confidence was restored and buying operations 
resumed their normal trend.

France participated in the overseas trade of Algeria 
during 1927 to the extent of 73 per cent. in respect of 
total imports, and 69 per cent. of exports, figures which 
are practically identical with those of the previous year, 
and are indicative of the important part which is played 
by the colony in the overseas trade of the mother country. 


THe Batance or TRADE. 

Although the result of the year’s trade shows an un- 
favourable balance of 1,315 million frs., in order to appre- 
ciate the situation and its proper value the following 
factors must be taken into consideration :— 

(1) There is an important transit trade by rail from 
Algerian ports to neighbouring countries, which is a source 
of considerable profit. These re-exports do not figure in 
the “‘ special ’’’ trade of Algeria. 

(2) The country receives considerable invisible imports 
in the form of money spent by tourists, earnings of native 
labourers returning from France and interest on money 
invested in IF'rance and foreign countries. 

If due allowance is made for the above, the debit balance 
would be greatly diminished, if not entirely cancelled. 


TRADE WitH GREAT BRITAIN. 
Imports into Algeria from Great Britain, Malta and 


Gibraltar during 1927 amounted to 109,473,000 frs., as com- 
increase of 


pared with 63,400,000 frs. in 1926, an 
46,073,000 frs. Exports from Algeria increased by 
89,426,000 frs. from 182,552,000 frs. in 1926 to 


221,978,000 frs. in 1927. Imports from the United King- 
dom consist of coal and manufactures, of which the former 
constitutes about 75 per cent. 

The market for British manufactures in this country is 
small, and there would appear to be little likelihood of any 
material increase. The high protective tariff, the essen- 
tially French character of the Algerian market, and the 
ease and rapidity with which local merchants can satisfy 
all their requirements in France, render it possible for 
foreign countries to obtain only a very minor share of 
Algeria’s import trade.

ORIGIN OF IMPORTS, JANUARY-JUNE. 


According to ‘‘ Wileman’s Brazilian Review ’’ imports 
during the first half of the current year amounted in value 
to £43,080,000, as compared with £39,740,000 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1927.

ESTONIA. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER. 

The Acting British Consul at Reval reports that during 
September last imports into and exports from Estonia 
amounted in value to 11,732,792 krons and 12,169,423 krons, 
leaving an active balance of 436,631 krons. During the 
first nine months of the current year imports and exports 
amounted in value to 94,796,080 krons and 96,372,977 
krons respectively, showing a balance in favour of Estonia 
of 1,576,897 krons. 

Germany heads the import list during September with 
32 per cent. of the total value, followed by the United 
States 15-3 per cent. and Great Britain 11-6 per cent. 
The bulk of exports weut to Germany 37-7 per cent. 
and Great Britain 31-4 per cent. The principal exports 
were dairy products and meat 40-3 per cent. of the total, 
timber, etc., 28-3 per cent., and textile goods 13-5 per 
cent.; the principal imports were textile goods 19-9 per 
cent., foodstuffs 19-6 per cent., and textile raw materials 
10-2 per cent.

The adverse balance of trade for the period thus stands 
at 5,791-3 million lire, as against 4,280-8 million lire in 
1927. 


Imports of raw cotton, wool and jute during the first 
eight months of the year show an increase (243,678 metric 
tons, as against 217,002 tons in 1927); those of coal have 
declined (5,920,187 metric tons, as against 7,935,549 tons), 
a drop which is not offset by a corresponding increase in 
reparation imports (2,717,606 tons, as against 2,062,994 
tons). During this period the consumption of electric 
power rose from 4,829 millon kilowatts in 1927 to 5,370 
million kilowatts in 1928. 





NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 


TRADE OF THE EAST COAST OF SUMATRA. 


The Acting British Consul at Medan, in the course of a 
general survey of the economic position of the East Coast 
of Sumatra during the first half of the current year, states 
that for two years now the general economic position has 
remained about the same. The development of the Pro- 
vince which began in 1924, continued to 1927, although 
latterly the influence of a general decline in the price of 
rubber began to make itself felt. At the beginning of 1928 
the price of rubber fell so sharply that the limit of returns 
from that cultivation has been reached, and, as about 
GO per cent. of invested capita] in the East Coast of 
Sumatra is in rubber, there can be no doubt that the whole 
economic position must be adversely affected. 


The quantity of exports of estate produce has practic- 
ally not been influenced by the fall in rubber prices. The 
chances are that such exports in the first half of 1928, as 
compared with the first half of 1927, will not show an in- 
crease, at least so far as concerns the European share. 
This has not been the case for years, and probably is only 
temporary. The value of exports, on the other hand, has 
already declined considerably. This does not show very 
clearly in the statistics, since the impossibility of estimat- 
ing the exact value of the tobacco export, together with the 
forward fixing of the average price for rubber, have intro- 
duced some confusion; the figures showing the value of 
exports are for this reason flattering. 


[ImMvort TRADE. 


Textiles.—The imports of the Province can, broadly 
speaking, be divided into two groups, namely, textiles and 
rice. As regards the former, it can be stated that both

UNITED KINGDOM. 


RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR AUGUST. 


The Minister of Transport announces that the railway 
statistics for August can now be obtained at H.M. 
Stationery Office (price 3s. Gd.). In addition to the usual 
information, the volume contains particulars of marshalling 
yard statistics. 


INCREASE IN PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 


The comparisons with August, 1927, are affected by the 
incidence of August Bank Holiday, which fell on Ist 
August in 1927 and on 6th August this year. 
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SHIPPING AND RAILWAYS—Continued. 





The total number of passenger journeys (excluding 
season-ticket holders) taken on all standard-gauge railways 
in Great Britain in the month under review was 
114,491,694, an increase compared with August, 1927, of 
2,533,666, or 2-3 per cent. The journeys taken by passen- 
gers at reduced fares rose by 6,658,304, but the journeys at 
standard or ordinary fares fell by 4,124,638. The receipts 
from passengers (excluding season-ticket holders) showed an 
increase of £561,870, or 7-1 per cent. If the London Tubes 
and Metropolitan District Railway be omitted, the figures 
mark an increase in journeys of 1,445,635, or 1-6 per cent., 
and an advance in receipts of £546,999, or 7-1 per cent. 
For all companies the receipts from passenger train traffic 
(including season tickets and parcels and miscellaneous 
trafic, but excluding mails and parcels post) were £504,384 
more than in August, 1927. The coaching train miles 
showed an increase of 1,100,582, or 4-3 per cent. 


DECREASE IN Goops TRAFFIC. 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 24,680,568, a decrease compared with 
August, 1927, of 1,693,410 tons, or 6-4 per cent. The total 
net ton-miles (excluding free-hauled) were 4-3 per cent. 
less than in August, 1927. Freight train receipts amounted 
to £8,410,117, a decrease of £613,282, or 6-8 per cent. The 
freight train miles run were 537,420 less than in August, 
1927, a decrease of 4-4 per cent. The average train load 
decreased from 126 tons to 125} tons, but the net ton-miles 
per engine hour increased from 430} to 4413.

Commercial Treaties and 
Arrangements. 





UNITED KINGDOM—PANAMA. 


TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 

A Commercial Treaty between the United Kingdom and 
Panama was signed at Panuma on 25th September last. 
The Treaty is to come into force immediately on the ex- 
change of ratifications, and is concluded for a period of 
ten years, after which it will be subject to denunciation at 
twelve months’ notice. 

The territories of the contracting Parties to which the 
new Treaty applies are defined as meaning on the part of 
His Britannic Majesty, Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land, and the territories in respect of which notification of 
accession or of application is given under the relevant 
articles of the Treaty (see below). 

The subjects of the one contracting Party, including 
companies and other associations, are to enjoy in the terri- 
tories of the other, unconditional most-favoured-nation 
treatment in all respects, including matters of commerce 
and navigation, the establishment and carrying on of busi- 
ness, the treatment of commercial travellers and their 
samples, the exercise of professions or occupations, 
residence, and the acquisition and disposal of property 
(Article 3). They are to enjoy both national and most- 
favoured-nation treatment as regards (1) taxation, general 
and local, whether levied in respect of their persons, busi- 
ness, occupation or any other matter, and (2) the condi- 
tions under which they may exercise their rights and 
appear in the courts, either as plaintiffs or defendants 
(Article 4). 

Goods manufactured or picoduced in the territories of 
either of the Parties are to enjoy unconditional most- 
favoured-nation treatment in the territories of the other, 
more particularly as regards Customs duties and charges, 
prohibitions and restrictions (Article 5). 

National and most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded 
to ships and their cargoes, except in regard to the coasting 
trade, which may be reserved to national vessels (Article 6). 

The Chambers of Commerce in the territories of the 
Parties are to be mutually accepted as competent authori- 
ties for the issue of certificates required by commercial 
travellers. Provision is made for the temporary duty-free 
importation of travellers’ samples (Article 7). 

Nothing in the Treaty is to preclude either Party from 
enforcing special sanitary measures or provisions for the 
purpose of regulating the trade in arms or ammunition, 
or other trades under general international conventions, 
or applying special measures as to articles enjoying a 
bounty in the territories of the other (Article 8), nor is 
anything in the Treaty to confer any right or impose any 
obligation in contravention of any general international 
convention which is binding on either party (Article 9). 

Provision is made finally (1) for the application of the 
Treaty to any British Colony, Protectorate or Mandated 
Area administered by H.M. Gcvernment in Great Britain 
(Article 10), and (2) for the accession to the Treaty of any 
Dominion (with or without any Dependency or Mandated 
Area administered by the Government of such Dominion) 
or India (Article 11). 

Two Protocols were also signed at the same time as the 
main Treaty. One provides for the accession to the Treaty 
of Iraq, the other that the Treaty shall not apply to the 
Panama Canal Zone. 

By means of an Exchange of Notes it was also agreed 
that the stipulations of the Treaty should not in any way 
affect the immigration laws and regulations of the Parties. 


COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS’ AGREEMENT. 


An Agreement between the United Kingdom and 
Panama, relating to the treatment of commercial travellers 
and their samples, was signed at Panama on 26th Septem- 
ber last and came into force om that date. It is to remain 
in force until the expiration of six months from the date 


on which one of the contracting Parties shall have 


denounced it. 
The Agreement provided that, where commercial 


travellers are required to take out a licence in connection 
with their business, the licence shall be obtainable on 
payment of a single fee and shall be valid throughout the 
whole of Panama or of Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
as the case may be. An exception is made in the case of 
commercial travellers desiring to operate both in Great 
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sritain and in Northern Ireland in respect of wine, spirits, 
beer, tobacco, or gold and silver plate, in which case two 
separate licences may be required. 


Each applicant for a licence may be required to obtain 
a certificate attesting his character as a commercial 
traveller. The Chambers of Commerce of the Parties, as 
well as other authorised asscciations, are to be mutually 
accepted as competent authorities for the issue of such 
certificates. 


Provision is made for the temporary duty-free importa- 
tion of samples, subject to the amount of the import 
duties being deposited or security given for payment if 
necessary. The period allowed for the re-exportation of 
such samples is to be not less than six months. 


Any concession affecting any of the provisions of the 
Agreement which may be hereafter granted by cither 
Party to any foreign State is immediately and uncondi- 
tionally to be extended t# the other Party. 





BELGO-LUXEMBURG ECONOMIC UNION— 
TURKEY. 


TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION, 

A Treaty of Commerce and Navigation was concluded 
between the Belgo-Luxemburg Economic Union and Turkey 
on 28th August, 1927, and came into force on 12th Novem- 
ber, 1928. It is concluded for two years, after which it is 
subject to denunciation at six months’ notice by either 
side. 


The Treaty grants Belgium the advantage of the pro- 
visions of the Lausanne Convention, and consolidates the 
present Turkish tariff rates (including the co-efficient of 
increase) for some of the principal Belgian articles of 
export, among which are certain textile, glass and iron 
and steel products. On the other hand, the present 
Belgian Customs duties are consolidated for dried figs, 
dried grapes and some other natural products and 
certain carpets imported into Belgium from Turkey. It 
also provides for most-favoured-nation treatment in the 
following matters :— 


Import and export duties; Customs formalities; 
entrepots; internal charges on imports; transit; and the 
treatment of commercial travellers. 


National treatment is accerded to vessels and their 
cargoes, but this treatment does not extend to the coasting 
trade, fishing, pilot and port services, subsidies made to 
the national mercantile marine, and inland navigation. 


Import and export prohibitions and restrictions will not 
be imposed save in certain exceptional cases, and such 
prohibitions and restrictions will then be applicable to all 
countries in which the same conditions prevail. 


Exception to the most-favoured-nation provisions of the 
Treaty is made in the case of the following privileges or 
benefits : — 

(1) Those accorded to neighbouring States to facilitate 
frontier traffic; 


(2) those resulting from a Customs Union; 


(3) those granted by Turkey to countries which were 
detached from the Ottoman Empire in 1923.

COMMERCIAL RELATIONS. 


By virtue of an Exchange of Notes which took place 
on 10th and 12th September between H.M. Government in 
Canada and the Government of Portugal, it is provided 
that as from Ist October goods produced or manufactured 
in Portugal and Canada shall enjoy most-favoured-nation 
treatment on importation inte Canada and Portugal re- 
spectively. For the purposes of this arrangement Portugal 
includes Madeira, Porto Santo and the Azores.

ANTIGUA. 


PROHIBITION OF IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN 
PLANTS, ETC. 

Under a Proclamation, dated 6th October, 1928, the im. 
portation into Antigua is prohibited, except under licence 
to be granted by the Governor, of sugar cane, banana 
plants, lime plants and rooted plants of the citrus family 
from certain countries, cotton seed and seed cotton and 
their packages, and sprouted coconuts. 

The Proclamation is to remain in force for one year from 
the date thereof. 





CANADA. 


SPECIAL OR DUMPING DUTY ON ARTIFICIAL 
SILK FABRICS. 

With reference to the notice in the “‘ Journal ’”’ of 25th 
October (page 537), respecting the Canadian Customs 
Order relating to the application of special or dumping 
duty to fabrics composed wholly or in part of artificial 
silk, imported from Great Britain, the Board of Trade 
are informed that the competent authorities have decided 
that such special duty shall not apply to goods bona fide 
purchased on or before 4th October and imported into 
Canada before 1st March, 1929 (instead of before Ist 
December, 1928, the date specified in Customs Memo- 
randum No. 121).

MALTA. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING IMPORTATION OF 
ANIMALS. 


Government Notice No. 310, dated 19th October, 1928, 
cancels Notice No. 118 of 14th March, 1919, and re-pub- 
lishes the regulations for the prevention of disease among 
animals. These Regulations provide, imter alia, that 
healthy foreign animals shall be landed at the foreign 
animals wharf and infected animals at the quarantine 
station; that horses, mules, asses and certain other animals 
must be accompanied by a certificate from the British 
Consular Authority, or, where there is no such Authority, 
from the Local Government Authority, stating the exact 
number of animals shipped and the date of shipment. 
Special provisions are laid down for the importation of 
dogs.

IMPORT DUTIES ON PHARMACEUTICAL 
PRODUCTS. 


Decree No. 1970 of 2nd June, which reduced the Syrian 
Customs duties on various goods (see the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 
26th July, pages 125-G), provided, inter alia, for the levy 
of reduced rates of 11 or 25 per cent. ad valorem (under 
the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ and ‘‘ Maximum ”’ Tariffs respectively) 
on pharmaceutical products, except pharmaceutical 
specialities. A further Decree (No. 2124, dated 21st 
September) has now been issued to regulate the applica- 
tion of these reduced duties. An enumeration is given 
of the kinds of goods which are considered as ‘‘ pharma- 
ceutical products’’ for this purpose, and the reduced 
duties are restricted to goods of these kinds which are im- 
ported through certain specified Custom Houses and which 
are to be used for medicinal purposes. In the case of 
chemical products the further condition is attached that, as 
from lst January next, unless they are obviously made up 
for retail sale as medicines, they must bear on the recep- 
tacles the words ‘‘ officinal,’’ ‘‘ pur,’’ ‘‘ médicinal’”’ or 
‘‘ chirurgical,’’ as the case may be.

DUTY ON FLUORSPAR INCREASED. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Proclama- 
tion, signed by the President of the United States on 17th 
October, which increases the Customs duty on fluorspar, 
containing not more than 93 per cent. of calcium fluoride 
(Tariff No. 207), imported into the United States from 
5-60 to 8-40 dollars per ton. 


The investigation held by the Tariff Commission in 
accordance with Section 315 of the Tariff Act (the 
‘* flexible Tariff ’’ provisions), established the fact that 
Great Britain was the principal competing country.

PALESTINE. 


PROPOSED CONTROL OF IMPORTATION OF 
CIGARETTE PAPER. 


The ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ of 16th October contains the 
draft of an Ordinance to amend the Tobacco Ordinances, 
1925-27. 

The draft contains, inter alia, the following provisions 
with regard to the importation, etc., of cigarette paper :— 

No person shall import into Palestine cigarette paper 
unless he shall previously have obtained a licence frem 
the Director of Customs for such importation in the 
manner prescribed. 

No person shall convert tissue or other paper into cigar- 
ette paper or use tissue or other paper for the purpose of 
smoking tobacco. 

Every person who at the date of this Ordinance is in 
possession, for the purpose of sale, of cigarette paper, 
whether manufactured in Palestine or imported, shall 
forthwith notify the Excise Authority of the amount of 
such cigarette paper in his possession. The Government 
shall have the option of purchasing the paper at cost prive 
or of marking it with the Government stamp. 





SPAIN. 


TARIFF REVISION: PROBABLE DATE OF 
ENFORCEMENT OF NEW TARIFF. 


The Commercial Secretary te H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports that, so far as all information at present available 
goes, it is to be expected that the revised Spanish Customs 
Tariff will come into force on 1st January, 1929. Under 
the normal procedure, it would probably have become 
operative in February or March, but the procedure has 
been hastened. No information can yet be given as to the 
rates of duty which will be provided for in the new Tariff. 


It may be noted that, as from the Ist January, Spain 
will no longer be bound by any Tariff schedules in com- 
mercial treaties with foreign States. The ‘‘ Treaty ’’ rates 
fixed by the Treaties with Great Britain and France have 
been out of force for a long time; those fixed by the Treaty 
with Ireland went out of force on the Ist October; and 
Agreements have been concluded with Norway, Sweden, 
Belgium, Italy, Hungary, Czechoslovakia and Switzerland 
under which the reduced rates fixed by Spanish treaties 
with those countries will cease to be binding after the end 
of the present year.
